NOW IN TRAINING 

AT THE FRONT 

(Continued from Page One) 
riages, portable kitchens and all 
the rest. 

On the tiain were French offi¬ 
cers and Red Cross nurses. One 
scarcely ever talks to a French 
soldier who hasn’t been in the 
war since the beginning. They 
are all very quiet about it and a 
good proportion of them en¬ 
joy the thing. The legion of 
honor, the croix de guerre and 
the rest of the military decora¬ 
tions are common sights and 
soldiers with three medals and 
two or three citations on the 
Croix de Gueiie are not rarely 
seen by any means. 

In Paris, I met a Californian, 
used to be a Lieutenant in mili¬ 
tia (artillery), he joined the Ca¬ 
nadian forces at the beginning of 
the wai' “for the experience” and 
got a good deal more than he 
was looking for. He was at 
Ypes during the worst, at the 
Somme, at Messines and at Vimy 
and was in the last Flanders at¬ 
tack (Paaschendaele) which he 
says was the worst of all. Said 
there were only 17 men now in 
service out of his original bat¬ 
tery of 250—most of them put 

out of action by-. He 

was severely wounded in a dug- 
out which was hit by a 12 inch 
shell, six men with him were 
killed. He is not keen on going 
back. 

The first class coaches on the 
trains here used to have all their 
signs painted in French, English, 
Italian and German. The Ger¬ 
man has all been fully scratch¬ 
ed and painted out. On the way 
over here a lady came into our 
compartment and we tried to 
talk to her. She could talk a 
little English and I could talk a 
little French. She asked me if 
I could speak German luid then 
started to talk in that language. 

I pretended to be very much 
shocked and she thought I really, 
was and there was no more Ger¬ 
man spoken there. No soldier 
ever tells a civilian where he is 
going or where he has been but 
in spite of that the civilians 
know more about what is going 
on than do the soldiers.

Havn’t had a chance to mail 
this because we have been trav¬ 
eling by all sorts of conveyances! 
during the last two days and 
now we are assigned to organi¬ 
zations. Four of us from the 
school are in this battery and I 
guess our work is laid out for us 
because the previous oflicers 
have gone. The Captain will be 
back next week. 

It is cold and snow is on the 
ground. Your socks and wool¬ 
ens are very welcome now. I’ve 
been very comfortable.

ABOUT SECRETARY McADOO 

Willhun Gibbs McAdoo, director general of tlie national 
transportation system of the United States under the au¬ 
thority conferred upon him by the President, is a Georgian- 
born man of affairs and a financier, says the Christian 
Science Monitor. His education was received at the Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee. For a time he served as clerk in a 
federal court. Then he studied law, piacticed his profession 
in the city of Chattanooga until 1892, when he joined the 
Southern colony in New York city and began to establish 
connections with important clients and to gel interested in 
large enterprises. 

Among these big tasks was the construction and oikm- 
ation of a railway under the Hudson River, thus providing 
transit into the heart of New York for the residents of cities 
and towns in New Jersey, who by the hundreds of thousands 
do business in the commercial capital of tlie nation. It wtus 
a project long contemplated and frequently attemiited, but 
never completed until Mr. McAdoo, against great odd.s and 
fierce opposition from hostile transportation interests, car¬ 
ried the plan through, in 1904. 

The resourcefulness, tenacity, masterly shaping of en¬ 
gineering policy and financial strategy to given ends wliich 
Mr. McAdoo showed in this enterprise at once placed him 
among the outstanding persons of the city. The experience 
gave him an insight into conditions of “high finance” in New 
York city, which has stood him in good stead since he be¬ 
came Secretary of the Treasury, in March 1913; and not 
since the Civil war has there been a time when distinctively 
“Wall Street” influences have had so little to do as now with 
shaping the national financial policy. 

Mr. McAdoo’s handling of the duties of the Treasury 
Department during the war has been creditable to him and 
to the nation. Politically considered, Mr. McAdoo has al¬ 
ways been a Democrat, and in the 1912 Picsidential cam¬ 
paign was acting chairman of the national committee that 
can’ied Mr. Wilson into office. By his marriage to Miss 
Eleanor Wilson, in 1914, Mr. McAdoo became an intimate of 
the President’s family, as well as a Cabinet adviser.
